PAIUS,  Nov.  24.— The  Soelalieta' 
demaada  for  half  the  portfolios 
in  the  new  government,  .iml  for 
the  right  to  name  the  new  I'remler 
and  to  diet  at «  the  financial  policy, 
blocked  cabinet-making  negotiatlona 
today  and  spoiled  the  efforts  at  M. 
Brlaad  to  fans  a  aalaiatry. 

M.  Brlaad  flaally  deaUaad  to  at- 
tempt formation  of  a  cabinet,  and  sug- 
gested Senator  Paul  Doumer,  forrper 
I-1nance  Minister,  who  consulted  with 
President  Doumergue  and  requeated 
twenty-foiir  hours  to  glva  his  llaal 
answer. 

Leon  Blum.  Socialist  leader,  and 
Paul  Boncour  refuaed  poaltlooa  under 
M.  Briand.  while  the  entire  SodaUet 
group  decided  that  it  tauat  bo  aUairad 

tera  and  adopted  a  re^olutloB  declar- 
ing thut  it  could  support  the  Govern- 
ment only  on  condition  that  the 
Government  adopt  the  Hoclallst  pro- 
JaeC  for  a  oapttal  levy. 

Portfolioe  Offered 

M.  Briand  offered  portfolloa  to  M 
Palnleve    .in.l    M     Merrlot       M  Tain- 
leve  declined  and  M.  Herrlot  noade  his 
acceptance  conditional  upon  the  par- 
ticipation of  the  Socialists.' 

Aa  a  eoemiDgly  well  laid  plaa  to 
manoourre  hMn  into  a  eoraer.  M. 
Briand  informed  President  Doumergue 
that  Senator  Doumer  aeemed  to  be  the 
moat  likely  man  to  rally  a  aafe  ma- 
jority In  the  Chamber. 

M,  Doumer  agreed  to  aee  what  he 
could  do  and  atarted  on  hla  taak  at 
once  by  obtaining  M.  Briand's  asaur- 
ance  that  he  would  staad  by  him  as 
Foreign  Mialator. 

Tho  Seaatdr  apparently  is  ayre  of 
succesa,  aa  he  went  to  work  this  eyoc. 
ning  on  financial  projects  he  proposea 
to  Introduce  In  the  Chamber  imme- 
diately If  he  become*  Premier. 


There  was  less  confidence  among 
the  deputies  In  M.  Doumer'a  ability 
to  aolve  the  situation  The  .SocialUtB 
declarert^tiejl  would  have  none  of  him 
The  Radioala  are  divided;  a  conalder- 
number  are  hoatile  because  M.  Doumer 
ia  not  regarded  aa  a  man  of  the 
Radical -Soeiallat  coalitioa.

"It  la  a  vicious  system."  he  said.  In 
referrliiK  to  the  Issuance  by  the  Ot- 
tawa  authorities  of  \.2Hi)  |)ermlt8  to 
ImmiKratiLs  to  land  hi  <*aiia<la.  out- 
side the  provisions  of  the  immicra- 
tlon  law.  after  they  had  been  refused 
permission  to  land.  "A  noore  careful 
examination  of  ImnUaraata  would 
avoid  the  pr*B<nt  Mionnoas  chars* 
m*ntally  d*flet*nt  Inunlarants  ar*  on 
the  finances  of  th*  proTtaeca  and 
municipalities. 

Provlnoe  Beat  QwOMed 

"We  believe  w*  are  entltlod  to  be 
notified  of  th*  name*  and  clrenm- 
sunc**  of  thoo*  who  ar*  srantad  per- 
mlta  by  th*  F*d*ral  aathorltloa  to 
come  to  r**ld*  In  Britlah  Columbia," 
added  Mr.  Sloan.  "The  Provincial, 
city  and  municipal  police  and  health 
officers  are  in  a  Ix  tter  po.sltlon  as  re- 
gards health  and  mental  state  than 
Is  Ottawa.

In  the  case 
of  a  family  of  nins  that  caitif  from 
I'Vance  to  Quebec,  one  of  whom  was 
mentally  dsAelent.  They  w*r*  r*- 
tum*d  with  nothina  and  b*cam*  a 
chart*  on  th*  publlo  purse  whsr* 
th*y  cam*  from. 

Th*  Minister  promised  to  take  the 
request  Into  consideration  and  the 
resolution  was  agreed  to  without 
discussion.

This  broad  allusion  to  a  story  which 
had  lost  nothing  with  the  telling  in 
lobby  and  commltte*  room  encour- 
aged th*  hop*  that  th*, major  woula 
contlnu*  In  that  congenial  vain.

While  the  great  liulk  i>f  decent- 
minded  public  opinion  is  rightly  upset 
over  the  fact  that  in  amatanr  cxpcri- 

mi'ntation  in  (.mncction  with  the 
Janet  Smith  murder  mystery  the  Gov- 
•rnment  need  the  rfii^ina  ol  a  dead 
phtient  at  the  Kssondale  asjrinm.  there 
afe  still  many  Inclined  to  pass  over 
the  incident  lightly.  There  are  some 
even  who  condone  it  ss  warranted. 
No  condonation  is  possible.  No  argu- 
ment is  plausible  enough  to  excuse 
t|K  method  used  by  the  Government. 
It'  was  without  its  rights  in  what  it 
dM,  because  the  Government  i»  not 
•bovc  the  law.  It  was  the  primary 
duty  of  the  first  law  officer  of  the 
Crown  to  see  that  the  law  was  ob- 
sirred  in  all  its  det»Us  as  welhas  in 

the  spirit  of  its  purpose  and  intent. 
Instead,  he  himself  was  guilty  of  a 
eontcpventlwi  of  that  law  in  the  cnse 
of  the  Jsnet  Smith  murder  my^tcfy. 

While  the  taw  recognizes  nu  prop- 
erty in  a  dead  body,  the  Criminal 
Cotie  makes  it  an  indictable  offence 
to  "improperly  or  iadccentl;y"  inter- 
fere with  or  offer  an  indignity  to  any 
dead  body,  whrthrr  huried  or  not.  As 
rarly  Ss  in  1788  a  man  was  convicted 
on  an  indictment  charging  him  with 
entering  a  burying  grouml.  taking  a 
coffin  out  of  the  <Mrth,  from  which 
he  took  a  dea<l  l><><ly  and  c:irried  it 
away  for  purposes  of  dissection.  It 
was  said  that  the  offence  was  coRni*- 
ablc  ill  a  criminal  court  as  being 
highly  indecent  and  "contra  bonos 
mores"  For  the  purpose,  however, 
of  obtamuig  bodies  for  dissection,  and 
dissedton  only,  irrespective  of  post 
mortrrri  <  v.imin.itions  orclered  by 
Coroners,  statutory  provisions  were 
made  In  1U2  by  the  Anatomy  Act. 
Persow  proceeding  or  offending 
against  such  provisions  arc  guilty  of 
misdemeanor.  .\natomy  essentially 
means  to  ascertain  and  teach  hy  dr. 
8ectiv>n  the  atructurc  of  a  Itody.  Even 
under  the  Anatomy  Act  several 
Boards  of  Ouardinns  in  England  will 
no!  .-illow  even  iinclaimci.!  bodies  .to 
be  used  for  the  pur^iose  of  dissection 
or  for  teaching  operative  surgecy.

•hooting  dead  bodies  does  nut  obtain. 
No  sntcessfnl  appeal  can  be  made  to 
the  Coroners*  Act.  The  Coroner  may 
carry  out  a  post-mortem  examination. 
He  may  analyse  tile  contents  of  the 
stomaeh  or  intestinta,  but  he  may  not 
experiment  "i  the  body  with  shot  or 
•hell.  The  Liinous  Dmce  Case  in- 
volved the  quettion  of  dislnterrhig  a 
dead  b<»dy,  and  the  power  for  this 
act,  though  It  was  simply  for  the 
purpose  of  idoatification,  involved  a 
licence  being  obtoinod  frO«  th«  prop- 
er authority.

The  foregoing  section  docs  not  p«r> 

mil  the  shooting  into  dead  bodies, 
but  even  if  it  did  this  section  of  the 
act  was  not  oomplioi  with  by  the  At- 
torney-General. Its  principle,  which 
allows  the  uae  of  certain  dead  bodies 
for  medical  purposes  and  for  those 
only,  were  violated  The  Legislature 
refused  to  pcrnut  of  any  proceeding 
which  (ould  be  construed  into  a  vote 
of  censure  of  the  Attorn«y<Q«aeral 
for  his  action.  In  other  wordSi  h  con* 
doned  the  violation  of  the  law  and 
gave  its  sanction,  as  it  were,  to  i>lac 
ing  a  member  of  the  Legislature  and 
a  Jdinister  of  the  Crown  above  the 
law.  That  is  a  most  serious  attitude 
to  take  and  we  can  only  believe  that 
the  Legislature  did  this  either  in  ig- 
norance  or  carelessness  of  its  rcspon« 
sibilities.  In  doing  so,  however,  it 
ha!>  flaunted  public  opinion  and  has 
by  no  means  tended  to  consolidate 
public  respect  for  the  methods  of 
judicial  admmistration  in  British  Co* 
luhibia  as  at  pfeseot  practised.  In 
the  minds  of  the  people  the  (lictum 
must  ever  hold  good  that  "Law  an4 
arbitrary  power  are  la  eternal  eiH 
mlty." 

TRB  PILM  BmTATfON 

In  the  figlH  which  Britain  i*  waging 
against  the  Ameriean  film  wHh  a  view 

to  promoting  a  wider  production  and 
distribution  of  the  essentially  British 
mevfng'  picture,  a  madcm  has  beea 
laid  before  the  London  County  Coun- 
cil that  licences  be  issued  by  that  body 
only  to  British  subjects  or  representa- 
tive! of  British  capital.  This  move- 
ment is  instigated  by  the  fact  that 
ninety  per  cent  of  the  films  being 
shown  to  the  British  public  are 
.\tnerican  It  is  timely  that  some 
steps  were  taken  because  it  has  been 
rumored  recently  that  American 
capitalists  have  been  planning  to  buy 
up  the  English  picture  house  so  as  to 
compel  the   British  people  to  see 

.Xiiieric.iii  (ilms  and  nothing  else  A 
movement  of  this  character . could  not 
fail  to  arouse  the  British  who  dislike 
being  dictated  to  in  the  choice  of  their 
sources  of  amusement.  The  British 
authorities  and  the  British  producers 
are  now  thoroughly  awakened.  The 
result  will  give  a  great  hilip  to  British 
film  productions  and  it  should  give  a 
wider  incentive  to  the  showing  of 
British  pictures  throughout  the  Em- 
pire to  Ihc  exclusion  of  much  of  the 
.\merican  trash  which  is  now  exer- 
cising .anythinK  but  a  good  effect  on 
the  public  taste. 

Dr.  f'okorny.  Professor  of  Oltic  at 
Berlin  University,  says  that  the  first 
Irishmen  were  plrobably  Eskimos  snd 
that  some  of  the  Irish  are  I'skimos 
still.  Commenting  on  this  The  Lon- 
don Daily  Telegraph  reasarha:  "We 
do  not  think  it  wise  tO  be  tOttChy, 
aiiout  rrmoti-  ancestors.

And 
we  must  06neede  that  if  our  IrishiMa 
were  once  Eskimos  they  have  been, 
as  the  French  critic  said,  'diablement 
changes  en  route'.  We  prefer  to  go 
on  b*li>ving  in  Pifbolgs  and  Milesians 
and  kings  who  descended  frOm  Noah. 
It  seems  much  more  Irish.**

(he  naviKalion  obstacle  of  the  1>aehlne 
Rapida.  but  It  Is  notable  uahering 
In  the  aecond  stage  of  railway  build- 
ing In  Canada.  The  little  line  was 
afterwards  extended,  by  means  of  a 
ferry  and  a  Short  road  op  the  eouth- 
em  aide  ot  the  K.  laerrenea.  u  make 
connection  with  ,AmaHaaa  r^ltwaya. 
It  Is  recorded  that  the  ealargad  line, 
whieh  was  styled  Montreal  A  New 
York  Railroad,  did  not  prosper,  and 
was  eventually  abis^rbed  by  Its  rival, 
the  Champiain  &  »t  i.iwreaee.

Sir. — I  had  hoped  that  aomeone  else 
would  have  taken  up  the  subject  of 
the  alienation  of  the  tiaiher  on  the 
watershed  of  Sooke  Lake.  The  qu«a- 
tlaa  haa  recently  been  brought  to  the 
natloe  at  the  pubUo  by  the  etataosent 
made  la  the  peaes  that  It  la  the  In- 
tention to  oenvert  tke  fine  timber 
which  serves  to  protect  the  water- 
shed Into  dollars  and  rents 

The  argument  used  Is  that  by  re 
moving  the  forest  trees  which  so  long 
have  dona  their  duty,  the  young  trees 
will  be  allowed  ta  grow  ap  aad  uke 
their  plaoe. 

Now.  may  I  ask  if  thoae  who  pro- 
pose such  a  drastic  scheme  ara 
familiar  with  the  dense  forest  growth 
in  this  lsla.nd?  Is  It  not  a  fact  that  In 
the  deni»e  forest  the  young  tree  Is 
oonxpicuous  by  Its  absence?  My  ex- 
perience ta  that  the  forest  floor  la 
usually  covered  with  moaS  and  smalt 
ahrut>a.  such  as  salal.  barborry  (the 
so-oalled  Oregaa  grape),  aad  other 
smaU  ehrube.  tke  youag  traee  being 
few  aad  far  between.  I  take  It  that 
prabakly  most  people  haye  aet  wit- 
jteaaod  the  felling  of  large  tPsee  In 
logging  operations.  One  of  the  hOge 
monsters  In  its  fall  destroys  every- 
thing within  reft<h  In  the  shft|>p  of 
young  growths,  If  any.  The  logging 
operations  further  add  to  the  destrur- 
tlon  of  the  watersheds  throiiKh  tho 
hardening  of  the  fore«t  floor,  to  say 
nothlag  of  the  eeataailaaUoa  of 
water  raealtlag  from  logging  oi 
tiena,  whieh  eannet  ha  aarrtai 
withoat  the  employmeat  at  a«i 
of  men  and  animals  an  well  aa 
rhlnery  and  all  the  coneomltant  ac- 
cessorlee. 

F:ven  allowing  that  the  young  trees 
are  In  Hufflclrnt  numt^rs  and  have 
escaped  the  ruthless  legging  opera- 
tlona,  kow  long,  1  aak,  will  it  be  b«- 
fara  thay  aia  of  aaaeiaBt  alaa  to  art 
aa  fareat  ehadoT 

It  Is  all  very  writ  tn  talk  of  the 
forestry  methods  pra('tlse<I  In  the  old 
c  ountries,  where  th*<  fnrt-xx-^  sro  ar- 
tlflctal  and  the  trees  ari>  ■tnull  i-<im- 
pared  to  our  foreet  giant ^  in  i  where 
the  removal  of  the  treee  la  only  done 
under  proper  aapervlalon  of  a  guali- 
fled  tareaur.  I  bald  that  our  coadi- 
tloae  are  aa  attarty  dtsstmllar  that  the 
methods  referred  to  are  net  suited  to 
this  country.  It  is  an  opon  eocret 
Ihnt  tti<>  Iniiallahle  timberman  has  In 
the  piu>(  held  out  tempting  offers  and 
given  special  Indui  rmenlu  for  penglU* 
slon  to  removp  ihi.s  ilmbf-r. 

This  question  was  referred  to  the 
opinion  of  the  IVatural  History  Ho- 
clety  last  year,  and  was  uncondition- 
ally turned  down  by  that  body.

The  Opposition  Intends  to  test  the 
strength  of  the  Government  in  the 
Highways  Bill,  or,  really,  oa  that  form 
of  it  which  providea  for  the  declara- 
tion of  toll  roada 

Mr.  H.  D.  Tvlgg.  VIctorta  City, 
moved  an  amendment  to  the  section 
which  conferred  power  on  the  minis- 
ter to  declare  toll  roads  by  notice  in 
The  Gazette.  The  purport  of  hl« 
amendment  is  that,  aa  the  matter  or 
toll  gatea  Is  one  of  direct  taxation, 
the  competent  authority  to  declare 
them  to  the  Legtotature,  aad  aot  the 
mintoter. 

"I  think  thta  power  should  not  be 
conferred  by  order-ln-council."  aald 
Mr.  Twigg.  'The  creation  of  the  toll 
road  In  an  important  matter,  .ilt hough 
the  fixlnff  of  the  tolls  to  be  paid  may 
bo  donf  as  proposed  in  tho  bill  If 
100,000  tourlata  use  the  Kraser  Canyon 
road  at  $h  a  head.

The  main  party  left  Baattla  In  the 
latter  part  of  April  tbla  year,  on  May 
«  reaebad  Cordova.  Alaska,  and  on 
M^y  13  atarted  up  the  Chltina  River. 

ESarly  la  the  proceedlnsa  tho  expe- 
(«ltlon  experienced  the  diffi.  tjiiy  of 
traveling  over  moraine,  at  firsi  car- 
rying heayy  pai  ks  which  they  jcradu- 
ally  reduced  aj<  tht-y  reall«ed  the  die- 
advaiiiugc  of  weight.  Within  ten 
miles  of  the  point  .selected  for  their 
rtialn  camp  they  came  upon  the  main 
cache  esUbllahed  the  pravloua  year, 
and  from  bare  suppUea  wera  relayed 
to  the  baaa.  Weather  cOnaiUona  had 
to  be  atadlad  ooatlnually.  The  day  at 
that  latltada  was  from  twenty-two  to 
twenty-three  hours  long.  Oreat  varla- 
tlona  of  temperature  tnrere  experienced 
at  S.OOO  feet  altitude,  from  which  the 
main  cllnit.  began.  On  the  snow  the 
temperifurf  might  be  about  freezing 
point  .n.i  r.nir  or  flve  feet  abovp 
one's  (eel  the  temperature  would  be 
elabty  or  ninety  degreee. 

Up  to  May  SI,  when  they  establlahed 
their  baaa  oamp  at  the  foot  of  Mt. 
Logan,  the  weather  had  been  beau- 
tiful throughout,  and  the  schedule 
liad  been  strictly  adhered  to.  But 
difficulties  were  to  present  themselves 
later.  A  deep  cleft-between  Mt.  King 
and  Mt.  Logan  waa  not  aatlolpatad, 
photograpba  taken  from  a  dlataaoa 
haytaa  rapriMbtad  this  aa  a  «oa- 
tiaaaus  abouldar. 

Colonel  Footer  descrlbe.l  the  feeling 
of  the  explorers  when  they  <  ame  to 
what  it  wail  fpared  was  «ri  Impansi". 
but  from  which  .McCarthy  found  an 
exit  through  the  fortunate  discovery 
of  a  narrow  gateway  threuch  a  moun- 
tainous block  of  tee.  Tba  weather, 
hitherto  frlaadly.  became  rlolantly 
etormy  at  tbla  im  difficult  point  in 
the  expedition,  and  at  that  great  alti- 
tude, where  nearly  all  of  the  climbers 
experienced  some  difficulty  in  the 
mere  act  of  breathing,  they  were 
wciithpr-bound  for  four  days,  dense 
•  now  clouds  cutting  off  the  light.  This 
fact,  coupled  with  the  great  velocity 
of  the  wind,  made  It  daaacroua  to 
attempt  cllmbtng.  They  b«aan  to  auf- 
fer  from  kroatblte  .rune  |«  they  were 
still  oopio  dtotancr  from  the  summit, 
and  fen  thet  the  isltuotlnn  was  rather 
deeperate.  The  temperature  had 
dropped  to  25  belf>w  »;ero.  there  wan 
only  food  af  this  point  for  another 
twenty-four  hours,  so  the  frnst-bitten 
member*  were  sent  down  to  Col 
eamp.  Capula  McCarthy  and  Colonel 
roster  ma«a  a  rash  for  what  they 
thoaabt  waa  the  aammit  of  Mt.  i>ocan.
